By the acts of the national CoO| 
and foitv-oiic States the childrut 
the public schools of alinoR. the entire 
couutrv are required to be taught as a 
part i f general hygiene the physiolog 
icai reasans for total abstinence from 
alcoholic drinks and other narcotics. 

These laws need to bo faithfully 
enforced. If t'icv are, the sixteen 

will receive an intelligent teuiperain 
education, and we may expect iu tl 
near future the well-nigh universal 
total abstinence which will settle all 
other phases of fie temperance ques- 
tion. Some one in every community 
must watch with ceaseless vigilanco to 
make sure that these laws are en- 
forced, and that the children are not 
robbed of the warning education 
which is the legal right.

Hath, Me, on Tuesday morning 
8:30 o'clock. He fullered a stroke 
lexy on Sunday. He waa 01 | 
old. 

r. Sewall bad not been in good 
health for some time, although he was 
not considered to be seriously ill. 
h d beeu advised by bis physician to 
Mt, at early as last June, and he at 
nded the Democratic National Con- 
aution iu July against the advice ol 
his doctor. He appeared to have suf- 
fered no ill eff cts from the j >urney 
however, and was passlug tlu mini 
mer q-iletly at Small Point when the 
fa'.al stroke teized him. The uncon 
sciousnesa which followed the attack 
continued until death came. 

Arthur Sewall was born in Bath' 
Me., iu November, 1835. Hi. father, 
W. I). Sewall, for years waa promi 
nent as a shipbuilder, and the son fit- 
ted himself for the same trade. In 
ISM, by lormiug the partnership ol 
E. & A. Sewall. he continued the call- 
ing ol one of the oldest shipbuilding 
families in Maine. 

I'pon tho deatli of his brother, B I- 
ward Sewall, the firm of Arthur Sew 
all & Co. was formed, and the corpo- 
ration now controls one of the largest 
of American sailing il ets. Mr. Sew. 
all also was one of the prominent rai! 
road men of Xsw E igland. For nim 
years he was President a* the E attain 
railroad until it was absorbed by the 
Boston & Maine. 

For many years lie was the Maine 
representative on the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, and in MM he 
was made the choice of his party tor 
Vice President. 

Mr. Sewall ia survived by two 1 
Harold M. Sewall , who was stath 
by the government at Hawaii, 
Wm. D. Sewall, who is iu busiuoss in 
Bath.
